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WASHINGTON, April 1--The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture today reported the following recent developments in 
U.S. agricultural trade: 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS 


U.S. agricultural exports during February 1982’ were down 1 percent 
in volume and 9 percent in value from the same month a year ago. Exports for 
the first 5 months of the current fiscal year (October 1981-February 1982), 
were down 2 percent in volume and 8 percent in value from last year's level. 


A major portion of the decrease thus far in fiscal 1982 is attribu- 
Cates co meenuctlons aif W.o.ecorpnt exports. =During ethe: firsts Semonths, corn ex= 
ports were down by more than one-fourth in volume and 40 percent in value from — 
last year's level and off 44 percent in value for the month of February. Corn.’ 
exports to Japan, Brazil, and Mexico were off 25, 100, and 80 percent, respecs=* =? 
tively. An increase in accumulative wheat and soybean shipments of 11 and 34 
percent, respectively, has offset the impact of decreased corn exports=to some 
extent. e 


Improved grain production in both competitor and importing coun- 
tries, lower unit values for major commodities, and generally sluggish econom- 
ic conditions exacerbated by high interest rates and the strength of the U.S. 
dollar are primarily responsible for decrease. Record U.S. crop production 
has put downward pressure on prices, resulting in a substantial unit value re- 
ductions. More recently, the collapse of the Polish economy and difficulty in 
financing trade with other Eastern bloc countries have seriously affected U.S. 
feed grain exports to these countries. 


Exports of oilseeds and products to the European Community, the 
largest U.S. market for these products, were up 45 percent in volume from last 
year's reduced level. U.S. wheat exports were up as a result of higher sales 
to India (940,000 tons) and the Soviet Union (1,300,000 tons). 


Us See uobacco exporcs thus fareinytiscal 1982 increased 9 and #22 
percent in volume and value, respectively, with substantial increases in ship- 
ments to Japan, West Germany, Taiwan, Spain, and Thailand. Canada was the 
most prominent market for increased shipments of U.S. vegetables. 


Cotton shipments registered a 12 percent gain in volume, but export 
value was down 9 percent. Increased U.S. supplies resulted in lower unit val- 
ues.
